Kill-ding the Deficit, 
[Vjreinis Chronicle ] 


There is u mysterious shortage of 


170,000 or thereabouts in the value of 
he bullion on baud at the U. 8. Mint 
it Carson which tho Mint officials are 
unable to account for. The shortage 
was first discovered some weeks ago. 
t was discovered by Chief Melter aud 
-Jeflnai Hirsrh Harris, who noted that 
us books called for more fine gold and 
liver bullion from the refining and 
melting department than v/as returned 
rom there. 
When tho present administration re- 


ceived charge of tho Mint from the pre- 
ceding one, a large number of bars of 
bullion were transferred to Mr. Harris 
by his predecessor. The burs were 
stamped with their weight, fineness and 
value, and Mr. Harris took them at 
their stamped value—such being tha 
common practice in the transfer of U. 
S Mints. 


In the general course of business 


other unrefined bullion was brought to 
the Mint, and with thht received from 
the preceding administration melted 
and refined by the melting and refin- 
ing department. As time passed, Mr. 
Harris observed that tbe amount of 
fine gold and silver bullion returned 
from the refining department did not 
tally with the amount charged on his 
books. On taking office he had re- 
tained as his chief assistant J. E. Jones, 
who had occupied the position for sev- 
eral years, as Assistant Melter »md Be- 
finer. Mr. Jones was familiar with the 
work of the department and Mr. Harris I 
asked him to explain the discrepancy 
noted. Mr. Jones told him there was 
nothing to worry about, as the matter 
was a common occurrence, and that the 
missing gold and silver would be found 
in the slug which formed the refuse 
from the bullion put through the melt- 
ing and refining process. Although 
frequently thus reassured 
by Mr. 


Jones, Mr Harris about six weeks ago 
decided to mak-j a clean up and test 
the matter. Tho clean up was made 
and showed a shortage of about $70,000 
in the amount of gold and silver on 
hand. 


As soon as the certainty of the short- 


ago was ascertained Mr. Harris notified 
the authorities at Washington. In re- 
sponse to the notification Mr. Mason, 
Superintendent of theTJ. S. assay office 
at New York, was dispatched to Carson 
to investigate the matter. He ia in 
Carson at present engaged 'in tbe 
labor. 


Melter and Keflner Harris and the 


Mint officials generally are unable to 
say how the shortage occurred. Sev- 
eral theories are advanced to explain it, 
however 
One theory is that mistakes 


as to the fineness of some of the gold 
bullion received at the Mint were made 
by the Mint assayer; another is that 
at some time a fraud was committed in 
the melting and refining department 
and spurious bars of bullion substi- 
tuted for genuine ones. 


The firat theory is supported thus: 


When crude bullion is received at the 
Mint it is assayed by the assayer, by 
;he clippings and granulations, and its 
Ineness and consequent value de- 
termined. It is then paid for and its 
weight and fineness and value stamped 
upon it. The assay ascertains the flne-
